THE MACHINE COW. 


Details of the Process of the Manu- 


facture of Butterine. 


Carvnnd Cleaallnejgn Observed—Be. 


Inforelnz

The fate used in making butterine are the 


caul and the stomach fats of the bullock. 
These contain the same fats as are found in 
tho cream of milk. It might seem strange 
that the butter oils should, be found- in tho 
male animals, but it is known that a fat cow 
is likely to give poor milk, while a poor-look- 
ing cow gives plenty of cream with the lacteal 
fluid. In tho one case these oils extracted from 
the food form fat, and arc stowed in the ab- 
domen; in the other they go into the milk. 
The elements of the milk are in the "blood of 
animala of either sex, so that to make butter 
from the fat of a male 'bovine AS not so 
strange an inversion of the order of nature 
after all. 


In Bummer a bullock may be slaughtered at 


5 o'clock, and at 7 his fat will be chop- 
ped flue and in the melting kettles. This fat 
is taken in on tho ground floor, washed in 
tanks and cut into pieces of not more than 
four inches in cross section. As the choppers 
cut they watch closely, and reject many a 
piece which to the unsophisticated would 
seem aa good as any they have accepted. 
They detect a slight change 
tottetintor 


some other sign'which only their practiced 
eyes can percoive, and they are expected to 
educate their eyes and noses to the utmost 
keenness. In fact, every employe is expected 
to be on the alert to detect the faintest ill 
odor about tho establishment, and at once to 
remove tho cause. Should the wind blow 
from the direction of some large chimney, 
for instance, the windows on that side of the 
building are closed. The butterine oils, like 
all line oils, absorb odors and gases with 
readiness, as in the case of butter. 


The fat chopped into pieces is hoisted to the 
top story, where it goes through the "hasher" 
and is ground up very fine. The hasher feeds 
into the melting kettles, which are kept at a 
constant temperature of ISO degrees, by a 
water bath heated by steam which surrounds 
each kettle. A number of blades revolve in 
each kettle, which press the fat close against 
the hot sides of the kettle. Each globule of 
fat is contained in a small vesicle or bag of a 
delicate skin, and as it touches the sidesof the 
kettle the bag is burst by the expansion of the 
huated oil. After several hours, the blades are 
withdrawn and the oil is allowed to separate 
f rum the water and the membranes which 
surrounded the fat. When sufficiently clear 
it is drawn off by siphons into the refining 
vats below. 
It cannot bo drawn off entirely clear of the 
other contents of the melting kettles, and to 
become entirely pure it must remain in the 
refining kettles for twenty-four hours or 
longer. When sufficiently refined the oil 
runs through pipes to the floor below and into 
the "seeding pans" or wagons—wooden tanks 
on wheels. The stearine coagulates slowly 
into the shape of small balls or large seeds; 
hence the name of this process. At least 
thirty-six hours are allowed for this process, 
at the end of which time the oil and stearino 
have completely separated. Then they are 
mixed up again, and the result is a composi- 
tion somewhat like a stiff yellow batter. The 
wagons, such as are ready for use, are 
wheeled into the next room. A boy lays 
pieces of twelve-ounce duck on shallow 
wooden trays, fixed on four arms, which re- 
volve around on a shaft, and he fills the 
molds over the cloths, while another boy 
pulls the form around, shaves oft the surplus, 
and folds the margin of the cloth over the 
cake. Two of these sets stand before the two 
hydraulic presses. 


As fast as the cakes are molded they are 


laid, wrapped in cloths, on sheets of iron un- 
til the stack fills up the press, when pressure 
is applied. The pressure is maintained at 
such a force as to keep the oil flowing, and 
as the oil comes slower the pressure is in- 
creased until it amounts to half n million 
pounds to the square inch. 
When the oil 
ceases to come the press is unpacked and the 
cloths are opened. Each contains a hard 
white and dry cuke of stearins. The oil runs 
dcnvn into a jacketed reservoir on the ground 
floor. 


The oil, free from 
he steal ine, la now 


ready for the churn. It is a limpid, pure oil, 
with the taste of melted and unsalted butter, 
and may be kept for years without changing. 
As fast as needed it is pumped into a reservoir 
in tho churning room. This is only one of 
the materials. It is necessary to have a 
quantity of rich milk and somo of the best 
butter. The milk is left daily, and Is closely 
inspected by a sort of graduated test tube, 
into which a quantity of milk is poured. It 
deficient in cream, the milk is rejected. 
The

market is purchased. Every roll is in- 
spected, and only the freshest is used. 


The milk and butter are put iu the churn 
together, about 15 percent of bitter being 
used. Then tho oil is poured in, and the 
churning begins. When sufficiently churned 
to bring the butter the contents of the churn 
are colored according to the order to be filled. 
The further south the market the deeper the 
color given the butterine. From the churn 
the butterine, still Quid, runs down a pipe in- 
to a trough below, where it is met by a spray, 
of clear, cold water. The water used is 
strained through a filter, which cost about 
•SU<), and falls into a cistern, where it is 
Draught to a low temperature by means of 
ice. As tho butterino and water flow down 
tho trough they are agitated by a long dash- 
er, and are mixed by a workman unuud 
ith a wooden paddle. 
When the buttorino has formed.itistiurown 


'rom the vat into a hopper, and falls between 
;wo large corrugated rollers, which press) out 
:h« buttermilk and water. Tho butterino 
'alls into a long box, on wheels, with a double 
xittom, which allows the fluids u> drain* off 
through a pipe. 
The butteruto is passed 
through the rollers four Units, and is 
then loaded into wagons and sent down 
stairs. Here fine Livurpool salt is mixod in, 
and the draining goua on. Then tho buttorine 
s sent up stoint again, and fOfsts tlirongh 
the rullors. It takes three Jays fur it V) pass 
11 on i tho churns to the hands of the lads who 
iimku up the rolls for shipping. 


Finally tho butterine is ready for pocking. 


[t is thrown on clean wooden tables, and a 
couple ot boys with wooden moulds rapidly 
mould it, dashing tho forms into the masR of 
buttoiiiio and rapidly stacking up the pats. 
As they begin on each new lot of the article 
hoy weigh tho first pats to gauge their molds 
iroperly, as each pat is supposed to contain a 
xmnd of buttmne.
